PENSION FIGURES. 


How Cleveland's Record Compares With 
His Predecessors—How the Sol- 
diers Have Been Pro- 
vided For. 


WOMAN M E R E R ! 


Mrs. Mary Swope PloBges a Batcher 
Knife Into the Body of Sarah 
Dawson Three Times 
and Death En- 
sues. 


WASHDiOTON, July 21.—The pension 
bureau has prepared statistics relating 
to the number of pension bills signed by 
President Grant and his successors in 
office that will prove interesting to 
Grand Army men and others. 
From 
this statement it appears that during 
Grant's first administration 321 special 
acts were approved, and during his sec- 
ond 254. 
President Hayes approved 303 
special acts, and President Arthur 26. 
In the first two years of President Cleve- 
land's administration he approved 826, 
or 275 per cent, more 
than 
during 
Grant's first term. 240 per cent, than 
during Grant's second term, and neaaly 
double the number, or 100 per cent more 
than in Grant's two terms. 
President 
Cleveland has approved 183 per cent 
more than Hayes, and over 17 per cent, 
more than Garfield and Arthur com- 
bined. 
As a still further manifestation 
of the attitude of the present democratic 
administration 
toward 
the 
union 
soldiers, the pay rolls of the pension 
office alone, a bureau more closely con- 
nected with the soldiers of the country 
than any other, show that out of 1,531 
employes 831, or 54 per cent., are either 
soldiers' or 
sailors' 
widows, 
sons, or 
daughters, while only 700 are civilians, 
most of whom occupy the minor 
posi- 
tions, as messengers, 
watchmen, 
etc. 
Three hundred and seventy soldiers or 
their kindred occupy higher positions, 
paying $1,200 and upward, against 292 
civilians, a difierence in favor of the sol- 
diers of nearly 27 per cent. 


In reference to the appointments made 
by Commissioner Black it appears by the 
same statement that out of 416 appoint- 
ments made from March 17, ISifô, to 
June 30, 1887, 230 were soldiers or sol 
diers kindred, and 186 were civilians, a 
net difference in favor of the soldiers of 
44 or nearly 24 per cent. Fifteen out of 
the 18 United States pension agents 
receiving a salary of $4,000 per annum 
each are among the number of ex-union 
soldiers appointed, 
and one is the 
widow of brave General Mulligan, whose 
fame is associated with the battle of Lex- 
ington, Mo. The only two who hold 
over from previous administrations are 
distuinguished ex-uniea soldiers who 
have been severely wounded. 
General 
Black has appointed twenty-nine ëx- 
union soldiers in excess of the total 
number dropped from the roll by death, 
discharge 
or 
otherwise, 
and this, 
with 150 employes less than on the rolls 
during the last fiscal year of the previ- 
ous administration, would make a net 
difference in their favor of 179, which, 
upon the basis of cue total number up- 
on the pay rolls the last fiscal year, 
would leave at present almost 12 per 
cent, more soldiers, sailors» or their wid- 
ows and kindred than were ever upon 
its pay roll in the history of the office.

A RAILRO^ HORROR 


The Chicago Express Buns Into a (liang 
of Italians and Kills Fifteen 
Men—Many 
Others 
Wounded. 


N»w YOBK, July 2 1 . — T h e Chicago 
express on the Erie road ran into a gang 
of Italians about 7 o'clock this morning 
and killed twelve or fifteen, between 
Allandale and Hohokus. The laborers 
were at work ballasting on the railroad 
a short distance from the curve, about 
three-fourths of a mile above Hohokus. 
The Chicago express, due an hour be^ 
fore, had not arrived, and these men 
were busy at work. The delayed train 
rushed around the short curve before 
the men had the slightest warning and 
dashed through them, killing twelve or 
fifteen on the spot and wounding many 
others. 
Some of the bodies were man- 
gled beyond description and crushed 
out of all semblance of humanity. 
It is 
claimed it was the duty of the foreman 
of the gang to watch for 
approaching 
trains at a dangerous curve and that he 
must have neglected to give the warning 
whistle. 


Another account says that about 100 
Italians were at work on the road bed 
when the train came along. 
The Ital- 
ians stepped on the other track to allow 
it to go by, but just then the Chicago 
express thundered down on them at the 
rate of fifty miles an hour, and literally 
mowed its way through, slinging the 
unfortunates right and leh.

STOP THE DRILL. 


Great Disaster Predicted for the Gas Re- 
gion of Indiana. 


A correspondent to the Cincinnati 
Commercial predicts an overwhelming 
disaster to the sections of the country 
occupied by the natural gas wells, and is 
so positive in his assertions that he urges 
the calling of an extra session of con 
gress to take some action in the matter. 
Boring for nattiral gas should be pro 
hibited by stringent laws. 
The good 
people of Ohio and Indiana, while trying 
to develop the gas magazines, do not 
take time to consider that they are toy 
ing with a force that may destroy this 
country and themselves. 
The danger 
that impels is well known to scientists 
Two hundred years ago in China there 
was just such a craze about natural gas 
as we have iu this country to-day. Gas 
wells were sunk with as much vim and 
vigor as the Celestials were capable of 
but owing to a gas explosion that killed 
several millions of people, and tore up 
and destroyed a large district of coun 
try, leaving a large inland sea, known 
on the maps as Lake Foo Chang, tbe 
boring of any more gas wolls was then 
and there prohibited by law. 


It seems, according to the Ohinese 
history, that 
many 
large and heavy 
pressure gas wells were struck, and in 
some districts wells were struck 
quite 
near to each other. 
Gas was lighted as 
soon as struck, as is done in this conn 
try. 
It is stated that one well, with its 
usual pressure, by induction of back 
draft, pulled down into the earth the 
burning gas of a smaller well, 
resulting 
in a drei^ful explosion of a leu-ge dis 
trict, and destroying the inhabitants 
thereof. 
Lake Foo Chang rests on this 
district. 
The same catas trope is immi 
nent in this country, 
unless the laws 
restrict further developments in boring 
so many wells. 
Should a similar ex- 
plosion occur there will be such an up 
heavel as will dwarf the most terrible 
earthquakes ever known. 
The country 
along the gas belt from Toledo 
through 
Ohio, Indiana and Kentucky 
will be 
ripped up to a depth of 1,200 to 1,500 
feet, and flopped over 
like a pancake, 
leaving » chasm through which the wat 
ers of Lake Erie will come howling down 
filling the Ohio and Mississippi valleys 
and blotting them out forever. 


The Water Supply. 


To the Editor of The Sentinel. 


The Gazette 
of yesterday has an edi 
torial headed "The water supyly." It is 
simply a tirade inspired by predjndice. 


Are the people of Fort Wayne to re- 
ject a chance to obtain pure water, to 
gratify any petty spite? The just thing 
the only thing to be considered, is 
supply of pure wholesome water. 


Spy Run is a failure. Even now a scum 
lies upon the St. Joe river, coming from 
the waste pipes of the French brewery. 
With a sanitarium and its ;bath rooms 
added, 
what must its condition be? 
Then we must have artesian wells, or 
take our water from the St. Joe, above 
the brewery. I t is said that the 
sulphur in artesian wells coats the pipes, 
is unfit for use in boilers or for steam. 
Any one who has seen the accumulation 
which an extra pressure forces ont of 
the artesian well, will not be at a loss to 
understand why animalcule should be 
found there. 


It would be fully as clever to have the 
fitness or unfitness of artesian wells tested 
now a s to bore all the wells and then 
have the whole city test them. 


The St. Joe river coming from the 
north, through a sandy region, with no 
large towns along its banks to contam- 
inate it, is good, soft water. I t flows 
over a bed of gravel and has a rapid 
fall. No city has the moral right to 
saddle a perpetual debt on coming gen- 


LITTLE KITEB. 


Magnitude of the Work that is to Hake 
FertUe MUes of Swamp in Al- 
len and Huntington 
Comities. 


The other day T M SsirmnEi. noted 
that M. B. Hogg, of Pittsburg, paid 
$9,465 to Mr. T. £ . Ellison, who is at- 
torney for Mr. Ed Ely, the commis- 
sioner in charge of the construction of 
the Little River ditch. The amount 
above was assessed against Sir. Hogg 
for the improvement to his land along 
the line of the drain. 


The other day, too, Mr. C. B. Stew- 
art, reprMcnting Receiver McNulty, of 
the Wabash, paid $7,500 to Mr. Ellison 
for Mr. Ely, the amount being assessed 
against the railroad, 
which 
passes 
through territory drained 
by Little 
River. 
Other parties along the line of 
the improvement have likewise settled 
their assessments and things are moving 
swimmingly. 


Mr. T. E. Ellison made a great point 
for the improvement in securing the 
payment of the Wabash railroad assess- 
ment. 
He had several interviews with 
Judge Walter Q. Gresham, at Chicho 
and through him the grant was receive« 
over the objection of the receiver anc 
bondholders, who claimed that the $50, 
000,000 mortgage bonds had preference 
over the ditch claim. 


Messrs Ely and Ellison feel somewhat 
elated in sheeting this victory as it 
lightens the burden on the people 
this county. 


The payment of the Hogg and Wa- 
bash assessments and the $800 by Mr. 
S. P. Minehart, of this county, enables 
Mr. Ely, for the first time since the work 
has commenced, to pay all his debts and 
have any money on hand. 


The dredge in ditch No. 1 has less 
than a thousand feet to dig yet, when 
little river will be turned into the St, 
Mary's river, while it has heretofore 
opened into the Wabash. 
The dredge 
in No. 6 is digging about 150 feet per 
day and has 1,500 feet more to dig. Jo 
seph Derheimer has put the dredge, 
with which he dug the Eel river ditch 
into the upper end of the main ditch 
and is rapidly working his way west 
ward. 
The large dredge is now explor- 
ing the depths of Bear lake. 


The work of deepening the channel of 
Little River, east of Himtington, gives 
employment to over half a hundred 
workmen and is progressing slowly but 
surely under Frank Scholes, a civil en 
gineer. 
Scholes has two derricks, four 
engines and six drills under his chvge 
and is clearing out between fifty and 
sixty feet of the channed every 
working 
day, nsing 150 pounds of dynamite for 
that purpose. 
T h e rock in the channel 
in Huntington is of the very best quality 
of lime stone. 
Under a decision of the 
court it is the property of adjoining land 
owners, and the contractors are com- 
pelled to deliver it to them on the banks 
of the river. I t sells for sufficient 
amount to pay the assessments against 
the real estate, and parties who are for 
túnate enough to have land alleged to 
be benefitted along the banks of the 
river are in high glee at their good 
luck. 
One party assessed, not only 
pays the assessment from the sale of the 
rock, but receives a bonus of $20. 


The Little River Ditch, 
with 
branches, is fifty miles in length 
Nine miles have been completed, and 
the contractors have until December, 
1888, to finish the' job. 
There are four 
dredges on the work, two of which are 
on the main ditch in the vicinity 
Aboit station.

signed to obscure comers, and upon a 
picturesque group of three women and 
three six-foot Indian men, two of t h e m 
" H a m p t o n 
boys," all absorbed in pop- 
ping c o m and'stringing it in long white 
festoons for t h e tree.

in the center of the swept and garnished 
school-room, already dressed with gifts
